Shelbyville, Ind., June 22.—A dar- 


ing robbery is reported to" have taken 
place seven miles north of this city, the 
victim being Milton Rolley, a promi- 
nent farmer. Rolley is a veteran of 
the civil war and draws a big pension. 
Saturday he came to Shelbyville and 
drew $600 from a bank and took it 
home with him, intending to use it to- 
day to pay off the indebtedness on his 
house. 


Saturday night, about dusk, he was 


called upon by two men, who told him 
that his married daughter, who lives 
in Shelbyville, was dying. Not sus- 
pecting anything wrong, Rolley at 
once hastened to the barn to get a con- 
veyance to take him to his daughter's 
residence. Near the barn entrance be 
was knocked down with a club and 
probably fatally injured. The thieves 
searched... his pockets but found no 
money. 


They then went to the house and de- 


manded the hiding place of the money 
from Mrs. Rolley. Upon her refusal 
to tell them, they bound her and pro- 
ceeded to torture her fearfully, burning 
her feet, pinching her. flesh, etc. Her 
agony was such that she finally gave 
in and revealed the hiding place of the 
money. They secured it and succeeded 
in making their escape. The plight of 
the Rolleys was not discovered until 
this morning. 
Both are in a serious 


condition, and Mrs. Rolley will prob- 
ably die. 


It is thought the robbery was the 


work of local parties, who followed 
Rolley from the bank and knew of his 
intention to get the money.

THE CORPSE 


Sat With the Newspaper Men and 


Enjoyed the Faneral. 


One olaiie Most Unitjue Services Ever 


HeldlnTUis Country, 
: 


Friends Took Leave with a Smile 
. and a Ciasp or the Hand. 


Tne Widely Advertised Funeral of L. D. 


McKinney Held Yesterday. 


And Mr. McKinney Now Considers Him- 


self Dead and Buried — Tbe Services 


Were Attended by an Immense 


Throng Gathered from All Over 


Scloto County —Incidents of 


the Funeral. 


The funeral services of Lorenzo Dow 


McKinney were held yesterday morn- 
ing at. Fallen Timbers' grove. The 
funeral was one of the most -unique and 
interesting affairs ever held in South- 
ern Ohio, and-it is doubtful if anything 
of the kind was "ever before witnesse'd 
in this country. It differed from ordi- 
nary funerals in that there was no 
corpse present. McKinney, the central 
figure of the services, was -on hand in 
the flesh and played a more prominent 
part in the exercises than is usually 
taken by persons in his position. 
He 


sat on the rough board platform, facing 
the audience, surrounded by a dozen

reporters, and listened more or less in- 
tently to the words that fell from the 
lips of the reverend gentleman who 
conducted the services. Then, too, 
after the funeral sermon had been 
preached and the sounds of the last 
;ongs had died away, there was another 
scene remarkable in itself. 
Instead 


of "Sling past the coffin and taking a last- 
look at the remains of the deceased, the 
vast assemblage drifted slowly past the 
rjlatform, each man, woman and child 
grasping the hand of Mr. McKinney, 
'the corpse," and bidding him an 
affectionate farewell. Many of his old 
friends and neighbors actually shed 
tears, and McKinney himself was 
deeply moved. 


There were rumors of all kinds in 


circulation concerning McKinney's in- 
tended actions after the services. 
It 


was said that he was going to take 
unto himself a wife, and again the 
rumor had it that he was going to 
com- 


mit suicide. Nothing of the kind hap- 
pened. After the funeral was over and 
tie had bid his friends farewell, Mc- 
Kinney departed fpr-his home in Madi- 
son township. 


For twenty-five years Dow McKinney 


has had in his mind just such a service 
as was held Sunday morning, but it 
was only within the past few months 
that the idea assumed definite shape. 
It was about six weeks ago that the mat- 
ter was first given publicity,' the Times 
being the first newspaper in the coun- 
try to notice the matter. The idea was 
so novel that it at once attracted wide- 
spread attention, and has been com- 
mented upon by all the leading news- 
papers in the world, both editorially 
imd in the news columns. The great 
New York papers have had columns 
about McKinney, and even the London 
Times, the most famous newspaper in 
the world, has given space to his fun- 
eral. 
Fallen Timber's grove, where the 


services were held, is a beautiful and 
picturesque place. It is located on the 
farm of John Diffen, and is about sis 
miles from Lucasville. The place got 
its name away back in ISIS, when two 
men, 
Joseph Rickey and Ransom 


Brown, who were taking care of a herd 
of eighty tattle, for Edward Milam, 


t all the trees in the neighborhood so 


that the cattle could browse on the tops. 
Milam, calling on his herdsmen one 
day, named this the place of Fallen 
Timbers, and the name has clung to it 
ever since. Milam, who was a Virgin- 
ian by birth, has been dead these many 
years, and the grass has grown green 
over Bansom Brown's lonely grave for 
twenty-seven years. Uncle Joe Rickey 
still lives, however, at White Gravel, 
this county. He is now 92 years of age, 
but his mental faculties are unimpaired 
and he loves to tell of the days when 
he and Brown cut down the timbers. 


The seats are arranged in the grove 


on the gently sloping sides of a hill, 
the -whole forming a sort of natural 
ampitheatre. 
The seats are of un- 


dressed timber and are not the most com- 
fortable in the world by a good deal 
Facing the seats is a rude platform, 
which has four oak trees- in lieu of 
posts for supports. 


An immense crowd was attracted to 


the services. People canie from various 
parts of the county, and in all manner 
of conveyances. Everybody for miles 
around was on hands, some walking 
eight or ten miles. Most of the crowd 
brought their dinners,; and after the 
services, the grounds put one in mind 
of an old-fashioned country picnic. It 
was estimated that there was from 
2,000 to 3,000 people on the grounds 
when the service began. Some of these 


,000 
people were evidently there, 


however, for other purposes than that 
of hearing McKinney's funeral sermon. 
One would judge so from the fact that 
„ raid was made on the carriages be- 
longing to the Portsmouth newswpaper 
men, and everything in sight taken. 
This included Itmch, 
refreshments, 


cigars, etc, Needless to say there was 
the maddest set- of newspaper men ever 
seen in or about Fallen Timber, when 
the discovery of the theft was made, 
and the remarks on the occasion were 
decidedly more picturesque and forcible 
than elegant. 


The funeral exercises were to begin 


at 10 o'clock. Long before that time, 
McKinney and Rev. Forest E. Evans, 
of Ross county, who conducted the ser- 
vices, were on the'grounds. McKinney 
at once took a seat on the platform, 
and there, too, by his special request 
the newspaper boys from Portsmouth 
gathered around him and were consid- 
ered the pall bearers for the occasion. 


-_ * 
They -were Messrs. C. L Barker, George 
Mitchell and "Walter, C. Taylor, of the 
Blad'e, and E. C. Dover, C. A, Goddard 
and H. E. Taylor, of the Times. Sam 
Hopkins, .Frank Mooney,. Harrison 
Dodge, of Waeelersbnrg, and A. J. 
Butcher, of near Harrlsonville, were 
also on the stand. While they were 
waiting for the exercises to begin, jMr 
Goddard, -of the Times, took several 
shots at .the crowd -with a kodak. 
, The exercises began promptly at 10 
o'clock and lasted about forty-five min 
utes. The corpse conducted itself in a 
becoming manner during the services, 


be 
To be sure, -Dow 'was inclined to 
nervous, and he shifted his position 
momentarily. 
Then, too, on several- 


occasions when the minister tarneS to 
address McKinney personally that gen- 
tleman had turned his back to the audi- 
ence and was addressing some one in 
the rear of the platform. Little things 
like this did not cause much erobarass- 
ment, however. The crowd was re- 
markably orderly and listened with the 
greatest attention to Rev. Evans' ser- 
mon. That gentleman was in poor 
voice and made himself heard with 
great difficulty. 
The newspaper men 


heard him, however, and with that 
fact-Rev. Evans was rejoiced and ex- 
ceedingly glad. 


The service started as well regulated 


funeral 
services do, with a .song. 


James 
Biakeman, 
a hoary-headed 


pioneer, mounted the platform and led 
in "Jesus, Lover of My Soul." 
The 


congregation gave valuable assistance, 
although the several sections insisted 
on adapting the words to different 
tunes. The pastor invoked a "divine 
blessing, and everybody sang "There's 
a Land that is Fairer than This." 
The preacher, Rev. Forest E. Evans, 
then arose amidst a funereal silence, 
broken only by an occasional infantile 
scream, and- started his discourse. 
It 


must be"said that it provoked an abler 
and more interesting sermon than many 
of the visitors expected. The preacher 
made frequent 
references to 
the 


corpse1' and turned toward that in- 


dividual to impress upon him the 
points developed in the discourse. Mr. 
McKinney was nervous, but was as 
solemn and dignified as any corpse, and 
while he moved about more than a man 
ordinarily 
does at his funeral, he 


missed none of the sermon. 
The 


preacher said, "There is nothing more 
solemn to me than to be called upon to 
conduct a funeral. 
This is rather ex- 


traordinary to preach a funeral and 
have the man in the congregation alive 
and well, but this is an age of strange 
things. In all my experience I have 
never met with such an incident before, 
I never have read in all history of but 
one, when in the 16th century Emperor 
Charles V of Spain had high mass pro- 
nounced over his living body. How- 
ever, there is nothing in it to excite 
mirth or merriment. It shows that 
McKinney believes that he has got to 
die. He'has lived the time allotted to 
man and is now on borrowed time. 
He feels that he has closed the labor of 
life, a life well spent. 


Lorenzo Dow McKinney was born 


June 17th, 1816, in Madison township, 
this county. He has always lived 
near his birth place. He was married 
September 12, 1841, to Miss Ocy B~. 
Stockham and became the father of 
eight children, two boys and six girls. 
Mrs. McKinney and one child are dead. 


I take for my text a part of the sixth 


verse of the fourth chapter of second 
Timothy: "The time of my departure 
is at hand.'' The old veteranJPaul who 
wrote this was in a Roman prison, at 
the time, under the reign of Nero, oc- 
cupying an apartment eight feet square. 
When the warrant was read he felt 
that his work was done and took his 
pen in hand to address Timothy. He 
referred him to many good things for 
the world to know today. Paul was 
not troubled in mind. The word de- 
parture is used in different ways: "We 
lepart from a subject in conversation, 
a ship upon leaving takes her depart- 
ure, we depart when we go on a visit, 
but we expect to return. The old veter- 
an was going to a country from which 
none have ever yet returned. You 
will leave to take the same journey. 
Like Paul, our old friend McKinney 
ieelsi that he has lived his time and has 
ant a little while now. Like Paul, he 
is an old man and a pioneer. Paul the 
pioneer of Christianity, McKinney a 
pioneer of this country. 
We learn from 


is history that he was born SO years 
ago. How many here can recall scenes 
of that day. This place was a howling 
wilderness, the hiding place for bear, 
wolf and panther. 
The wigwam of 


the red man stood .yet. Notice the 
change. Then in its infancy, now the 
grandest county in the world. He has 
lived through the grandest period the 
world has ever known. Probably there 
will 'never be another SO years so 
crowded with wonderful things. To- 
day finds him leaning upon the staff of 
life at the close of the day. We love 
to talk about good things. He is a 
man that has always had his hand in 
bis pocket to relieve the poor and 
needy. He has listened to the cry of 
the fatherless. He takes a broad view 
of life and allows his neighbor the 
;arne privilege. The Bible condemns 
narrow contraction. His broad views 
are endorsed by the Bible. In regard 
to his prosperity. When he started he 
had a resolute determination, youth 
and muscle. 
He was not ashamed or 


afraid to labor with his hands. He has 
worked a life through and has some- 
thing to show for it. He has accumu- 
lated wealth in making sacrifices in the 
right direction. As to his religious 
views, he believes that in Adam we 
lost all 
It was no volunteer act of 


ours, but of one wavering and unstable. 
He believes that we are not saved alone 
by our works. After having done all 
that we can do, we are counted as 
filthy rags in the sight .of God." To 
which remark the corpse (McKinney) 
responded, '' That's right.'' 


"Faith in Christ will support a man 


here and grant him admission into 
God's land Mr. McKinney believes 
in Christ as our mediator, that our 
lives are hid with Christ _in God. 
Ecclesiastics tells us that all men come 
in and go out of the world alike.- The 
book of life is for us all to fill Two 
rages,, the first and the last, always 
have something on them. 
On the first 


there is written, "At a time a child 
was born," and on the last page, "'And 
he died.'' Look through the books and 
some have nothing on any of the other 
pages. Mr. McKinney has . filled his 
book. He believes that there is more 
in the act than in prayer. If we know 
of some one in need we may make a 
prayer to show a willing hand and de- 
sire, but if we have a ham or a sack of 
flour we could give it to them, tt e 
serve God with the heart, but not the 
little organ that throws the blood, but 
from the center of intelligence. Work 
is based on the mind, and the body is 
but a slave to the souL Mr. MciKnney 
believes in trusting in Christ. We are 
not here to eulogize him because he is 
here, but touch upon these points - be- 
cause they are applicable. We can 
make of our lives whatever we wish. 
God is our keeper and director. It is 
impossible to'add one ray of sunlight 
to life, it is impossible to cloud the 
glory of God in the heart. At the end 


we "will find Christion the, throne of his 
greatness. He will divide, the world 
before him and gh<Qi say unto the 
righteous on the one hand, "Ye have 
been faithful over a ;few things, I -will 
make thee ruler over many,'r and to 
the wicked on the other hand, "Depart 
from Me 'ye- that worked iniquity, I 
never knew you." To do unto all men 
right so far as is in our povrer, is the 
command of God, and Mr. MeKinney 
believes in this.. Too many wait to do 
something wonderful Commence now 
and do what you can. God notices 
every act. . Our old friend here, must 
soon take his departure. He has filled 
his book well, and when he. is called 
away, it will not be erased. He will 
commence on the other shore where he 
leaves off here, learning through all 
eternity and getting nearer to God. 
He has a dear companion and one darl- 
ing child in that other land, and he 
will meet and know them there. He is 
as dead now, but may the Lord enable 
him to go forth in the discharge of his 
duty, setting noble examples the few 
days he has yet to live. ' ' 


At the close of the sermon the 


preacher announced that Mr. McKinney 
wished all to take leave of him: -He 
desires to be considered as any other 
corpse. All friends and well wishers 
were requested to come forward and 
shake hands -with the corpse. For an 
hour the scene was a most interesting 
and unique one. The immense congre- 
gation sang appropriate hymns, jump- 
ing from one to another while the 
crowd passed by the platform and 
shook hands with Mr. McKinney. A 
number of photographs were secured 
during this ceremony as well as during 
the service proper. 


Most of the people had brought their 


dinners vdth them and the grove was 
conevrted into a picnic ground. The 
preacher delivered a lecture on "The 
Holy Land" at 2 p. m. and many re- 
mained for that, as well as the evening 
serivces making a full day of it. 
It 


was in all one of the most remarkable 
services ever held in this or any other 
country. 


Rev. Forest E. Evans, who has the 


distinction of being the only man in 
the world who has ever conducted such 
a service, is a very bright young man. 
He was educated as a • school teacher, 
but for seventeen years has been preach- 
ing in this part of the state, being a 
member of.tbe Ohio conferencce of the 


Ihristian church. He lives at Pride, 


Ross county, and now has a circuit in- 
;luding chjurches at Richland, Rays- 
ville and Shilo, Yinton county, and 
Fallen Timber, Scioto county.
